Canadians pay for 
education. 

Officials from the Canadian 
Bureau for International Educa- 
tion (CBIE), the Quebec Minis- 
try of Education and the 
Ontario Federation of Students 
will be on hand to present their 
opinions and answer questions 
on the discriminatory fee struc- 
ture. Reed said the meeting will 
also serve as an indication of 
student interest in the matter 
and as an opportunity to 
organize protest, If students so 
wish. 

The Quebec government 
move was no surprise as 
differential fees are Included in 
the PQ platform and rumours of 
the impending discriminatory 
fee structure have been circula- 
ting since September. The PQ 
reasons that foreign students 
do not contribute financially to 
the education system as do 
Canadians through taxes. A 
recent study published by the 
CBIE disproves this theory. 
Instead, foreign students inject 
.money Into the Canadian eco- 
nomy, which would not other- 
wise find Its way Into Canada. 

Foreign students make . up 
only 11% of McGill's student 
population — a decrease from 
last year's 12%. Statistics 
show that Canadian enrolment 
is decreasing as' well because 
of .demographic shifts. Reed 
explained that with Canadian, 
and foreign enrolment decreas- 
ing, universities will receive 
smaller government grants, 
thus will be forced to make 
major cutbacks. 

Differential fees were, imple- 
mented in Ontario and Alberta 
last year despite protests from 
both foreign and Canadian 
students. Two Ontario universi- 
ties resisted the two-tier fee 
structure by collecting funds to 
offset the loss of government 
grants. Both universities have 
decided recently to comply 
with the regulations and im- 
pose the two-tier fee structure.

According to strike organizer 
Rhéal Daoust, all of the norma- 
tive clauses of the collective 
agreement have been settled. 



Pre-Xmas tests to be held

Following a recent decision 
by Senate, all mld-term_Bxams 
next year will be held before 
Christmas. The policy Is exper- 
imental as Senate fears sched- 
uling problems will ensue. 

Many surveys have shown 
that students would favor pre- 
Christmas exams over those 
held in January. According to 
StudSoc President Terry Reed, 
a statistical survey done last 
year showed that 90% of Arts 
students and 86% of science 
"prefer the scheduling of ex- 
ams before Christmas." 

Pre-Chrlstmas scheduling 
will create uniform starting 



dates for exams and classes. 
No classes will be held for a 
week before exams and they 
will be over on December 22nd. 
Classes will resume on January 
10th and 11th. 

Senate approved the pro- 
posal that all exams be held 
before Christmas upon the 
recommendation of a sub- 
committee. The sub-committee 
was composed of Associate 
deans of various faculties, 
student representatives, regist- 
rars, office representatives and 
management system people. 

Reed added that pre-Chrlst- 



mas exams will set the ground 
work for unlverslty-wlde pre- 
registratlon. A student from the 
management faculty, which 
already has pre-registration in 
the spring, said "pre-reglstra- 
tlon Is great since it gives us 
much more time to analyze our 
studies." Reed says that In the 
past there has .been, tremen- 
dous pressure on "academic 
advisors during' the pre-regls- 
tration period in September. He 
concludes that this first step 
towards uniformity will allevi- 
ate pressure on academic advi- 
sors and give students longer 
periods of time to choose 
courses. 



Daoust noted that management 
and the union have agreed to 
settle wages wlthing anti-infla- 
tton guidelines and it was just a 
matter of time before the strike 
would be over. 

The. La Presse journalists 
sought and obtained greater 
job security, working condi- 
tions and working hours, said 
Daoust in an interview with the 
Dally. The new collective agree- 
ment will contain clauses pro- 
viding for arbitration when the 
union feels a journalist has 
been unjustly fired. 

Daoust added that the only 
possible snag in the return to 
work of the journalists would 
be the continuation of another 
conflict opposing maintenance 
and production workers be- 
longing to a separate union 
affiliated with the FTQ. Daoust 
added that Journalists are tired 
of being "pushed by manage- 
ment to their limits In a long 
drawn out conflict." 

In Québec City, where the 
same management, Power Cor- 
poration, is negotiating with le 
Syndicat des Journalists de Le 
Soleil, the parties are at an 
impasse. The Le Soleil conflict 
is In its 7th month and two 



Labour Ministry conciliators 
have been unable to reconcile 
the two parties. 

According to Le Soleil jour- 
nalist Martine Corrlveau, "there 
has been almost nothing done 
In the whole time we have been 
at the bargaining table" and the 
third conclliatorwill be very busy 
as each proposed clause Is 
being separately analyzed." 

Normative clauses such as i 
union recognition, working 
hours and vacations are still 
unsettled despite some recent 
progress. Other union demands 
such as the shortening of the 
trial period for reporters and the 
right of journalists to collabor- 
ate with other media remain 
unsettled and there seems to 
be no sign of either side 
modifying its position. In a 
statement by Le Soleil Presi- 
dent Pàul-A. Audet, manage- 
ment claimed that it cannot 
"understand how after more 
than six months of negotiation 
the employees maintain exces- 
sive demands such as the 
payment of remuneration in the 
event of a strike." However, 
according to a representative of 
the union, the demand was

Sexism in public service

Residents, St. Joan Society demand new name for metro station 
Claiming that the name "Monk" has little in common with the 
ville Emard district in the southwestern end of the city, la société 
Samt-Jean Baptiste de Montréal (SSJB) is urging Mayor Drapeau 
to re-name hp projected Monk metro station. During the last two 
years, residents have collected signatures for a petition 
demanding that the station be called "Gilles-Beauvais" in 
memory of an MUC policeman killed in 1975. Drapeau has recently 
stated however, that the "Monk" title will not be changed.

Legislative Council president in Quebec from 1802 to 1817, was 
ne object of attack from elected assemblies throuohout his 
tenure. NDG residents protest park decision 

The city has reneged on a promise it made to residents of NDG 
in 1974 to convert 1 % acres of unused land surrounding Trinity on 
Sherbrooke St. into a public park. The church had leased the land 
to the city for the token sum of $1 annually and city officials 
approved plans for landscaping and the setting up of paths, 
benches and a playground at a cost of $15,000. But the municipal 
administration resolved to abandon the project because its 
acceptance would oblige the city to accept similar proposals from 
anyone wanting a park on their land. 

Last week, "members of the NDG Block Association staged an 
occupation at City Hall outside the office of city executive 
committee vice-chairperson Yvon Lamarre to protest the 
administration's decision. Lamarre responded that the city was 
not prepared to turn the grounds into a park, suggesting that, if 
they persist with the idea, residents should build the park 
themselves. Lamarre added, however, that the plan would be 
reconsidered If there was another vacant lot available not owned 
by the church. 

MCM councillor Michael Fainstat, who represents NDG in 
Council, called the decision "intransigent und uncaring. The 
Parks Department, councillors'and residents all want the park," 
said Fainstat. . 

Residents argue that more parks are needed in eastern NDG 
because there is presently, only one In the area. 

Women's aid for violence victims 

Montreal's Women's Aid Centre has opened an eight-bed hostel 
for women fleeing from domestic violence. The centre accepts 
women and their children at any time of the day or night, providing 
transportation to the hostel for women without means of travel. 
The hostel is equipped with lodging and cooking facilities and its 
all-women staff connects victims of violence with the appropriate 
legal, medical, employment and housing sources. The centre can 
be reached at 270-8291 . 

City white collars demand four-day workweek 

Negotiations between city white collar workers and the 
municipal administration resumed on Monday, but the white 
collars remain adamant about the implementation of a four-day 
workweek. At the request of their union executive, over 200 
workers assembled on Monday outside City Hall where union 
president Gilles Racicot exhorted his charges, while affirming that 
the action was not a duclaration of war against the city. Workers 
are confident that their demands will be met in view of the city's 
acceptance of the MUC Policemen's Brotherhood's demand for 
the four-day workweek. 

MUCTC maintenance workers to protest charges 

The MUCTC's 1600 maintenance employees will meet by the 
end of the month to protest renewed attempts by the Transit 
Commission to cite about 100 workers for contempt of court 
charges dating back to, August 1974. Union president Jacques 
Beaydoln termed the move a deliberate provocation on the part of 
the MUCTC, adding that worker-employer relations will continue 
to deteriorate. 

The charges .stem from the maintenance workers' refusaUto 
abide by an injunction forbidding them to picket on MUCTC 
property. The picketing was a reaction to the suspension of 73 
workers for refusing to work on holiday weekends. 

MCM councillors seek smoking by-law reforms 

MCM councillors André Berthelet and Michael Fainstat are 
pursuing their crusade to urge the municipal administration to 
tighten tobacco-smoking regulations in public places. Though 
their proposals were defeated at City Hall last month, Berthelet 
and Fainstat are not discouraged. In recent weeks, they have 
received support from Notre-Dame Hospital, the Anti- Tobacco 
Club at Vieux-Montreal CEGEP, the Civil Liberties Union and the 
UdeM Health Services Department. Berthelet and Fainstat intend 
to present a second motion at City Hall next week. 

Leftovers from the Olympic morass 

The builders of the Olympic Village, Terasses Zarolega, are 
facing charges including conspiracy to defraud and demanding 
secret commissions from a contractor. While acting as the agent 
for the Olympic Organizing Commjttee (COJO), Zarolega allegedly 
conspired to demand a benefit to have their firm's products 
approved for a work contract at the Village. 



OTTAWA (CUP) - Fearing re- 
percussions and possible retal- 
iation, an anonymous group of 
female public servants has 
Issued a report saying that 
more women are still getting 
poorer jobs and most still make 
less money for the same work 
than their male counterparts. 

The group had David MacDo- 
nald, the Progressive Conser- 
vative spokesperson on the 
status of women present the 
report because they felt speak- 
ing out could jeopardize their 
careers. 

MacDonald sent copied of 



the report, "Equal Opportuni- 
ties - Why Not?", to all 
members of the House of 
Commons and Senate with a 
special note to the minister 
responsible for the status of 
women, Marc Lalonde. 

He told Lalonde that there are 
"increasing signs of discrimin- 
ation against women workers 
generally and the very obvious 
lack of commitment or pro- 
gress with respect to the equal 
opportunities for women In the 
Public Service of Canada." 

The report was compiled by 
"at least a couple of dozen"

Shuns answers 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Quebec's 
commission of Inquiry into 
universities released a prelim- 
inary report in early February 
which purposefully provided 
more questions than answers 
concerning the future of Que- 
bec's universities. 

The report included the find- 
ings of the commission's three 
work groups studying teacher 
training, the university of Que- 
bec society and Institutional 
organization. Its main Interest 
was to lay the groundwork for 
the commission's public hear- 
ings scheduled to begin in April 
and end in June. 

The commission, headed by 
Pierre Angers of the Université 
du Quebec a Trois Rivieres, 
was formed by the Parti Qué- 
bécois government last July in 
an effort to deal with the 
changing nature and rapid 
growth of Quebec universities. 

Post-secondary education in 
Quebec has changed consider- 
ably in the past 15 years. In 
1963, the ministry of education 
, was established to relieve the 
Catholic Church of its control of 
education. Soon, three new 
universities were created: the 
University of Sherbrooke, Sir 
George Williams and the Uni- 
versity of Quebec — the latter 
with a network of campuses 
across the province. And be- 
tween 1967 and 1970, 34 
general and vocational colleges 
(CEGEPs) were established to

MONTREAL (CUP) - Econo- 
mics students at the Université 
du Québec à Montréal (UQAM) 
are willing to strike unless the 
university hires professors ca- 
pable of teaching Marxist eco- 
nomic theory. 

The students jold a Feb. 10 
meeting of thé department 
faculty, which is responsible 
for hiring new professors, that 
only one of the 18 economic 
professors at UQAM could 
teach Marxist theoryt 

According to.a spokesperson 
for the student association, the 
students have been demanding 
Marxist professors since last 
year, when a survey of first- 
year students showed that 20 



replace the church-owned clas- 
sical colleges. 

Despite what was generally 
regarded as great progress in 
post-secondary education, dis- 
content among students and 
faculty occurred throughout the 
1970s over a myriad of issues. 
That the university was in a 
state of "crisis" and needed 
re-evaluation became obvious 
in 1977 with faculty strikes at 
Laval University and the Uni- 
versité du Quebec a Montreal 
— the longest academic strikes 
In the history of North America. 

This was the "context" In 
which the Angers commission 
was formed, said Louis Mar- 
cll-Lacoste, a McGill researcher 
and official w wlth the com- 
mission. 

The striking professors were 
demanding not just more 
money but more say in deci- 
sion-making at their respective 
institutions. While govern- 
ments can deal with the, first 
kind of demand because it Is a 
matter of dollars and cents, the 
second kind presents problems 
because it questions the very 
structure of the university. 

Education Minister Jacques- 
Yvan Morjn accordingly pro- 
posed immediate settlement of 
the wage issues and set up the 
Angers commission to deal 
with the larger problem of 
university structure.

"Although Marxist and politi- 
cal economic critique is ac- 
cepted throughout the world, 
and the existence of an antag- 
onistic economic system has 
been proven, the university 
refuses to recognize this," the 
spokesperson said. 

The professors' assembly 
refused to agree to student 
demands to ensure that two 
new professors to be hired 
soon be competent in Marxist 
analysis. But they said they will 
pressure the university admin- 
istration to allow them to hire : 
an additional professor who , 
would teach Marxist theory.

nald, and states thai the 
percentage of administrative 
support jobs filled by women 
has increased steadily over the 
past five years, from 68.2 per 
cent In 1972 to 78.8 percent In 
1976, "thus creating the big- 
gest - job ghetto In the public 
service." 

Thirty-three per cent of fede- 
ral public service employees 
are women and 86.5 per cent of 
the 74,332 employees In 1975 
earned less than $10,000; while 
only 35.8 per cent of the men 
earned less than $10,000 "and 
again, most of them closer to 
$10,000 than $5,000" according 
to the report Issued February 
16. 

"In the Clerical and Regula- 
tory (CR) group where 73.3 per 
cent are women, the two 
highest levels, CR 6 and 7 are 
dominated by men while at 
levels 1 to 5 women outnumber 
the men. In the PM and AS 
groups, considered middle 
management, women are held 
back while men are promoted." 
In levels 1 to 5 of the CR group, 
there are 36,966 women. In the 
levels 6 and 7 there are only 454 
women. 

Francophone employees and 
young women are hit even 
harder by the employment prac- 
tices and there isn't one female 
personnel director In the entire 
public service. 

Recruiting practices, career 
assignment (advancement) pro- 
grams, and all-male decision 
makers have done little to 
improvethe situation, according 
to the report. • 

The three departments which 
should be most concerned 
about the problems of women 
workers are In fact among the 
worse ones. Manpower and 
Employment Commission, Un- 
employment Insurance Com- 
mission and the Department of 
Labour all could do a lot more, 
according to the authors of the 
report. . 

MacDonald said that he and 
other MPs will attempt to 
shame the government into 
action to Improve the situation. 
He said that the women who 
wrote the report were unhappy 
with their union's reaction to 
the problem too, but added that 
it was "not a severe criticism". 

He was also concerned that 
destructive myths about wo- 
men in the job market should 
be exposed. He said that there 
was clear evidence that women 
were in the public service to 
earn a living, and not just to 
earn extra "spending" money. 
He said that it was also clear 
that maternity benefits for 
women was no rip-off. 

The group has asked the 
government to provide detailed 
Information on the status of 
women In the government, 
department by department, and 
provide information on the 
immediate plans of each de- 
partment to correct the worsen- 
ing situation.

ary report raises questions 
about Internal university ad- 
ministration: Have professors 
lost much of their influence In 
university management? Has 
unionization put the power in 
the hands of a few adminis- 
trators? How can the possibly 
conflicting notions of wide 
participation in management 
and efficiency be reconciled? 

And the report ends with the 
question: Given the diversity of 
the universities, can one realis- 
tically find solutions applicable 
to the education network as a 
whole? 

But the commission looked 
at more than only university 
structure. It questioned the 
position of women in Quebec 
universities and the position of 
francophone universities com- 
pared to their anglophone 
counterparts. It was also con- 
cerned with the shrinking pro- 
portion of the provincial budget 
going to post-secondary edu- 
cation and university research. 

The commission is also con- 
cerned whether undergraduate 
programs are too specialized 
and provide poor preparation 
for a variety of jobs. 

The committee will ask dur- 
ing Its public hearings how the 
university network in Quebec 
should function. It will ask 
whether there Is too much 
competition and duplication 
among universities, whether 
certain schools should become 
more specialized and whether 
new Institutions need to be 
created.

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Sexism at La Presse 

It has been established that sexism is one of the ploys used by 
La Presse management to divide the journalists and show their 
spite to the unionized workers. In principle, a woman is not 
discriminated against at the paper; i.e. for equal work, she 
receives equal pay. According to many striking journalists, 
practice is very different. 

Some eyewitnesses describe management's attitude as 
anti-feminist. However, a desk head said "their attitudes are not 
mysogynist, they are downright sexist." On the other hand, a 
woman journalist stated "because of the editor's mysogynist 
attitudes, I have to negotiate to have my copy run." This shows 
management's attitude to be accepted and recognized, thus 
normal. 

Journalists working at the Vivre aujourd'hui section, previously 
called the Pages féminines have lived through a process of 
gradual alienation over the years. 

While this section is run by women, no section editor was ever 
invited to a weekly production meeting. Once a desk head of the 
section attended a meeting, only to be told after she spoke to "get 
out".

Witnesses have stated that associate editor Jean Sisto refers to 
the Vivre auiourd'hui staff with sexist expletives and furthermore 
such objectificatlon of women is now common on the paper. 

In another section of the paper, a woman who had been judged 
by her workmates to be potentially competent to assume the 
editorship of that section was never able to secure the promotion. 
Her superior, whom she ably replaced while he was on holidays 
received a memo stating : "No women in management, you should 
know our policy regarding this." Shortly thereafter management 
parachuted a male in the job. 

Women Journalists' in the Vivre aujourd'hui section were told 
prior to the strike that feminist issues should not be covered by 
the section. This policy has been practiced for some time since 
events in 1975, International Women's Year, were not covered in 
the paper. La Presse also failed to cover the women's congress 
held in Mexico In 1975. According to a journalist, a news editor 
had proposed to send a man to cover the event. Upon his refusal, 
no one else was approached to go. 

In 1975, the Etats généraux de la femme were taking place in 
Quebec City. All women's associations had delegated re- 
presentatives to the event and while every major paper In Quebec 
was present, La Presse did not deem it necessary to cover the 
event. Following this, many^ letters and phone calls from angry 
readers were received by the paper. 

Among the demands made by journalists during the present 
conflict at La Presse, there Is no mention of the conditions or 
rights of women-working on the paper. Women earned the respect 
of their male colleagues throughout the conflict and deserve to be 
treated as equals when the work resumes.

To the Daily: 

The Interests of all Canadis 
students, both those from 
Quebec, and those from the 
rest of Canada, would be best 
served by a single national 
student organization. 

Presently, two organizations 
refer to themselves as "nation- 
al": the Ottawa-based National 
Union of Students (NUS), 
which has no members from 
Quebec, and the Association 
nationale des étudiants du 
Québec (ANEQ). Other regional 
and provincial student organi- 
zations exist, but do not call 
themselves '^national". 

ANEQ has carried on. a 
campaign for free tuition and 
for Improvements in the Que- 
bec student aid plan. Despite 
some financial difficulties, they 
have done a/easonably good 
job in supporting the Interests 
of Quebec students on a 
provincial scale. 

On the other hand, ANEQ 
has not lobbied the federal 
government with much vigour. 
Decisions on the federal role in 
post-secondary education and 
student aid happen in Ottawa. 
The new unemployment insur- 
ance legislation, Young Canada 
Works, and Katimavlk are all 
planned by the federal govern- 
ment. NUS has reacted to these 
programs, but they represent 
only the students outside Que- 

Quebec governments have 
traditionally sought autonomy 
from Ottawa in the field of 
education, indeed, education is 
a provincial responsibility, and 
Quebec has always been jeal- 
ous of their responsibility. 
Duplessis refused to let Que- 
bec universities accept .money 
from the federal government. 
The student aid program in 
Quebec ts not the Canada 
Student Loans Plan, but the 
Quebec Student Loans plan. 
And so, Quebec siudents see 
that the most important gov- 
ernment for them Is the one in 
Quebec City. 

The decisions made in Otta- 
wa are still of vital Importance 
to Quebec students. Recogniz- 
ing that Quebec operates its 
post-secondary educational 
system its own way, NUS fees 
for Quebec institutions should 
not be the full dollar per 
student. Quebec students al- 
ready have a strong voice in 
Quebec. Like those in the rest 
of Canada, they need a strong 
voice In Ottawa.
